News - Market Notes 

The most interesting sample on eBay recently was the previously unknown PCGS MS64 1921 Morgan. Although 
1921 Morgans with the grade "CIRCULATED" are common, this example, unlisted in references, has a numeric 
grade. It sold for $182.50, or three to four times as much the price of a "CIRCULATED" example. 

I ended the sales of the 200 coin Grader Hoard in mid-March after selling all but seven coins. I plan to hold back 
these last few, all of which are more valuable pieces, for about two months or maybe even until the fall. 

Someone must be making a year set of all-zero PCGS rattler dimes. Although all are desirable, a 1959 sold on 
3/22/15 for $204.06 - much more than the typical $100 for these samples. A collector also paid $525 for a 1957 
all-zero rattler about a year ago on 4/22/14, which is the highest price of which I know for a sample slab. 

News - Book Project 

I steadily work on the planned sample slab book, compiling prices, obtaining photos, and, most importantly, adding 
to the catalog. My goal is to write one short chapter in its entirety before moving on to the rest of the book. This 
will teach me what is involved in making a catalog and I can learn from my mistakes.
